Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record is Li et al. {Computationally Efficient Parameter 
Estimation for Harmonic Sinusoidal Signals). Li et al. disclose a method for determining 
sinusoids using a least squares method. However, Li et al. do not disclose or suggest 
reducing the computational complexity by taking into account the bandlimited property 
of the window resulting in band-diagonal system matrices for the computation of the 
amplitudes and frequency optimization step. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
